In the 
World War the government supplied these made of 
aluminum; in the Civil War any soldier that 
wished could buy them at the Settéers' Stores 
or’in the big cities and have his name stamped 
on then. The blank ones sell for possibly ten 
to twenty-five cents and those stamped a little 
more. We are not interested in the piece.
